McLeod 
was atall, handsome athletic fellow, with a 
warm disposition, and with a heart as suscep- 
table as most of young men at the period of 
their mustache. His room mate and chum 
was young|\WVanamaker, a son of the postmas- 
ter-general. It was near the middle of his 
course that McLeod met @ young peachy- 
cheeked, red-lipped, lustrous-eyed creature 
of sixteen, just such a girl as would naturally 
arouse the emotions of an adolescent college 
student, and McLeod was immediately 
DESPERATELY IN LOVE. 

In the freshman class was also a young Ken- 
tuckian, Wm. L. Earl, who surrendered to the 
charms of the girl as readily and with as much 
foryvor as McLeod, and intense rivalry ensued 
todetermine who should be the victor.

THE NATIONAL MAIL BAG. 


The Reports of First Postmaster-General 
Clarkson. 

Wasninoator, November 24.—[Speeial. ]— 
The annual report of First Assistant Post- 
master, General Clarkson shows that 2,770 
fourth class post offices were established dur- 
ing the last fiscal year, against 3,864 during 
the previous yenr. 1,147 post offices were dis- 
continued during the same time, making the 
total number of post offices in operation on 
July 1, 1889, 58,999, of which number 2,683 
were presidential offices. The whole number 
of appointments of postmasters for the 
year is shown to have been 20,030, of which 
8,854 were on resignations and commissions 
expired, 7,853 on removals, 553 0n the deaths 
of post-masters, 2,770 on the establishment of 
post offices, 

On the annual adjustment of the salartes of 
postmasters, (which took place July Ist, 1889, 
46 offices of third class were reduced to 
fourth class, and fifteen oftices of the fourth 
class were raised to third class, leaving 2,652 
presidential offices in operation. The num- 
ber of money order offices in operation at the 
close of the fiscal year was 8,583, an increase of 
472 for the year. Thenumber of money order 
Stations in operation July Ist, 1889, was 144; 
an increase of 14 over the previous year. The 
number of postal note offices in operation at 
the end of the year was 587. 

The reports shows that June 30, 1889, there 
were 401 free delivery postoffices in operation, 
an increase of 41. In about five other offices 
the free delivery service has been established 
since June 20, 1889. Colonel J. F. Bates, 
superintendent of the free delivery system, 
has recommended to General Clarkson the ex- 
tention of the services toall places which have 
&@ population of 5,000, the postoffice of which 
produces a gross revenue for the previous fiscal 
year of $5,000; the separation, as far as possi- 
bie, of the delivery and collection service, and 
that a class to be know as the ‘‘collectors’’ be 
nt to perform the collection service 
only. 


The Second Assistant "Reports. 


The annual report of Second Assistant Post- 
master-General W hitfied shows the number of 
star mail routes in operaiion June JO, 1&8), 
was 15,077, upon which the total cost of the 
service was $5,177,195. In thewhole system 
of advertising and awarding the star service, 
Celonel W hittied says there is room for decided 
improvement. Under the present system com- 
petition for postal service has become very 
close. Bidsin large numbers on every route 
named in the advertisements issued each year 
by the department are submitted by pro. 
fessional bidders, so-called, to  distin- 
guish them from the local bidders, 
who bid for but do not carry 
mails, and who expect their profit in sub-let- 
ting at rates lower to others, who not infre 
quently are the unsuccessful local bidders for 
the same routes. Colonel Whitfield recom- 
mends the appointment of a commissioner to 
investigate and reporton the subject, with a 
view to make the carrying the mail under the 
star route system equitable alike to the gov- 
ernment and the contractor, and relieve it, as 
far as possible, from the evils and iniquities 
with which itis burdened. At the end of the 
year there were 128 steamboat routes in opera- 
tion at an annual rate of expenditure of $446,- 
032.

A BRAVE FIREMAN KILLED. 
The Establishment of Janney & Andre‘ts 


Burned. 


PHILADELPHIA,, Pa., November 24.— 
Shortly before four o'clock this morn- 
ing a fire broke out in the whole- 
sale grocery house of Janney & Andrews, 
121 and 123 Market street. The building was 
six stories high, and the fire, which is sup- 
posed to have originated from spontaneous 
combustion, was descried by the watchman, 
the blaze first being seen in the neighborhood 
of a quantity Of paper on the third floor. The 
firemen worked over an hour, and thought 
they had the fire well under control, when the 
flames suddenly burst out, and the four 
upper stories were completely gutted. 
The burning pepper and mustard sent up 
fumes, which interfered with the work of the 
firemen, and five are now in the hospital under 
treatment for partial blindness, caused by pep- 
per getting in their eyes. Tbe burning build 
ing far over-topped the others in the vicinity, 
and at about five o’clock, when the east wall 
fell, eight firemen who were fighting the 
flames from the roof of the building 
in the rear of 115 Market street were canght by 
the debris. James McCuen, foreman of No. 4 
company, suffered the fracture of his skull and 
other injuries and died while being carried to 
the hospital. The other seven men were 
quicker in getting away acd were only slightly 
injured, one of them having an arm broken. 
The dead fireman was a widower. He 
leaves two children. The aggregate loss is 
estimated at nearly a quarter of a million. 
Janney & Andrews lose on the stock $100,000; 
insured for $151,000. The building, which is 
almost new, is owned by B.S. Janney, of the 
firm. It cost $90,000. 

No. 119 Market street, the sales department 
of Janney & Andrews, was cousiderably dam- 
aged by falling walls. Several other buildings 
were also damaged by water.

THE NOVEL REQUEST

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., November 24.— Isaac H. 
Vincent, ex state treasurer of Alabama, wliois 
now serving a fifteen year sentence in the coal 
mines for the embezzlement of $22,300 of the 
state’s money, wants a pardon. He does not 
want an ordinary pardon and will not allow 
his friends to intercede with the governor in 
his behalf. He wants the people of this state 
to patdon him. Vincent,proposes to ask the 
Tegfalatare to submit the question of granting 
him a pardon submitted to the people at. the 
next election, and let them vote on it. Ifa 
majority vote for a don, he thinks he 
should be free, while if a majority vote no par- 
don he will serve out his sentence.

EVERY PROVINCE HAS GIVEN IN ITS 
ALLEGIANCE. 


BRAZIL PRESENTS A UNITED FRONT 


Minister Valente Speaks Freely of the 
Change of Government in His Coun- 
try, and Gives the Reasons. 


Wasuinaton, November 24.—Senor Va- 
lente the Brazilian minister, this ‘afternoon 
received the following important cablegram, 
which shows that the republic has been ac- 
cepted by all the provinces of Brazil: 

Rio DE JANEIRO, November 24.—I inform you 
that all the provinces have signified their adher- 
ance to the republic and the provisional govern- 
ment, wiliout any resistance or protest, ‘The gov- 
erument has extended the right of vote to all citi- 
zens, except oniy those unable to read and write, 
The archbishop, the head of the churchin Brazil, 
bas conferred today his solemn benediction on the 
government andthe republic. Ruy Banrsoza, 

Minister of Finance. 
MINISTER VALENTE TALKS. 

In reply to the suggestion that the cable dis- 
patches from Germany staged that there was 
danger of the division of Brazil into three 
parts, Minister Valente said the telegram re- 
ceived today was acomplete refutation of all 
such reports. It showed that Brazil was united, 
and that the sentiment of every province was 
in favorof the republic. It was not pleasing 
news to most of the countries of Europe, the 
niinister said, to hear that the monarchy had 
quietly and without bloodshed become a re- 
public. It might set the people there to think- 
ing about republics. Doubtless other mon- 
archies would like to see a restoration, and 
would like to put obstacles in the way 
of the republic. It was the will 
of the people of Brazil, however, that the re- 
public should be established. It was accom 
plished without any bloodshed or commotion, 
because the time was ripe for it. The people 
were tolerant on religion and politics, and this 
had prepared the way forthe change. The 
government had never attempted to interfere 
and every one was perfectly free to express his 
views. When in Brazil last June, the minis 
ter heard two members of the house rise and 

HAIL THE COMING OF THE REPUBLIC, 

The movement had gone on fortifying until 
every one was ready for it. The Emperor 
Lom Pedro knew of the movement, and had 
said he would retire if it were for the good of 
the country. The minister would not say that 
the emperor was pleased with the notification 
that he was to be deposed, but be was sure 
he bore no one ill will for the measures which 
had been taken. Dom Pedro would not coun- 
tenance any movement looking to his forcible 
replacement on the throne. He had a digni- 
tied course, and knew the government and 
people had treated him with great respect and 
consideration in everything that was done. 
Evervthing was doing very well in Brazil 
under Dom Pedro, and he was universally 
well liked, but it was thought there was still 
room for improvement. 

THE SUPPORT OF THE CHURCH. 

‘*There is one thing in the telegram, in ad- 
dition to the fact that all the provinces, with- 
out objection, have approved the yrovisional 
government, that is very important,’* said Mr. 
Valente, ‘‘and thatis that the Roman Cath- 
olic church has today blessed the new govern- 
ment. That is very powerful support. You 
see, in Brazil, while every one is free to wor 
ship in his own religion, the Roman Catholic 
church is the church of the state. It is sup- 
ported out of the revenues of the state, just as 
the established church is endowed by England. 
The fact that the church has accepted the 
change in the government shows that itis a 
whole people, and there is no opposition. 
Priests have nothing todo with politics, and 
they are naturally conservative and friendly to 
monarchistic principles. They had acquired 
their privileges under the monarchy, and did 
not desire a change. Republics are not 
friendly to the establishment of any church, 
as they believe each church should be sup- 
ported by its own congregation. So when the 
church formally recognized the republic, it 
shows,{that it is convinced that it is the will of 
the people, that all the provinces favor it, and 
that there is no hope of a restoration.”’ 

FOREIGN INTERFERENCE, 

Continuing, the minister said: 

“If other countries sought to interfere, they 
would aid instead of harm the republic. 
Germany would like to have a south 
Ainerican empire, and he had seen it atated 
that there were 200,000 Germans in south Bra- 
zil. That nawber might not be too large, if it 
included all of German descent, but these 
Germans did not wish to be under the home 
government. They were free to leave the 
country, and he was sure that they would, if 
asked, say they were happier than they were 
in Germany. Any attempt at interference 
on the part of an outside nation would 
make every Brazilian rise up in her defense. 
The people would not permit any intermed- 
dling with their domestic concerns.’’ S»veak- 
ing of the statements that the revolution had 
been largely dueto hostility to Count D’Eu, 
the husband of the princess, and to the eman- 
cipation of the slaves, Mr. Valente said both 
statements were untrue. Tlie republic was 
not brought about by any man, but because 
the peopie believed that the republic was for 
the good of the country. 


ANOTHER NICKEL-PLATE ACCIDENT, 


In Which One Man Is Killed and Several 
Others Wounded. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 24.—A spe- 
cial from Fort Wayne, Ind., to the Sentinel 
says: ‘The misunderstanding of train orders 
was the occasion of a disa$trous wreck on the 
Nickel]-Plate road late last night. The east 
bound freight train was run into by the west- 
bound night train, near Agos, Ind., sixty-six 
miles west of Fort Wayne. The crew 
of the through freight saved themselves 
by jumping, but every one of tiie crew 
on ths other train was injured. Engineer 
Matt Wilson was hart internally, and died to- 
day. Fireman Emanuel Perugy is badly in 
jured about the back, and his recoyery is 
doubtful. Conductor Waterson saved his fife 
by a jump in the dark, and badly sprained 
both ankles. Brakeman Brown was hurt 
about the hips, and Flagman Moguin severely 
about the legs.

received here today. Miss Essie Westmore- 
land, whois a girl of sixteen years, and lived 
with her parents at Thomasville, a small vil- 
lage on the Richmond and Danville railroad, 
was engaged to marry a young man of that 
place, but her parents opposed the match, 
mostly, however, on account of the girl’s youth- 
fulness. Miss Essie was informed that she 
must first reach the age of twenty before she 
married, and was told that her present lover 
would not be allowed to call on her any more. 
This grieved the girl so much that she told her 
parents she could not stand it. On last Friday 
night Miss Essie’s lover wrote her a note ask- 
ing if he could accompany her to church on 
that night. She was willing, but her parents 
sent the young man word that their daughter 
could not see him. She went to her room and 
determined on a plan to commit suicide. 
Securing a fope she went quietly into the back 
yard, and nf@unting a fence by a big cedar tree 
she adjustedone end of the rope to a limb and 
then placed the other end about her neck. She 
then eased off Bnd her body was suspended at 
the end of the rope. Her neck was not broken, 
but she was slowly choked todeath. Her body 
was found before it had gotten cold, and every 
means was resorted to to restore her, but of no 
avail, and she was buried at Thomasville to- 
day.

STANLEY HEARD FROM | 


APTER A YEAR’S SILENCE THE EX- 
PLORER SPEAKS. 


VOICE FROM THE JUNGLES OF AFRICA 


Lost in the Midst of the Wilderness, With- 
out Food or Supplies—A Thrilling 
Story of Privation. 


Lonpoy, Nov@mber 24.—Mr. McKinnon, 
chairman of the Emin Relief committee, has 
received a letter from Stanley. It is dated on 
August 5, and was written at Kafurro, an 
Arab settlement on the Karagwe. It begins: 

*‘My last report was sent off by Salia Ben Mo- 
hammed, in the early part of September, 1888, 
Over a year full of stirring events have taken place 


since then. I will eudeayor to inform you what ; 


occurred,”’ 

Stanley goes on to recount the arrangements 
made by him to meet Emin, and after describ - 
ing how he hunted up the missing rear column 
he continues: 

“I have already told you that the rearcolumn was 
in a deplorable state; that of about one thousand 
members temaining, I doubted if fifty would reach 
the lake, but having collected a large 
number of canoes the sick men _ were 
transported in these vessels in such a smooth 
and expeditious manuer that there were remarka- 
bly few casualties in the remnant of the rear col- 
umn, but the. wild natives, having repeatedly 
defeated the U,ardowwas raiders, and by this ais- 
covered the extent of their own strength, gave 
considerable trouble and inflicted considerable 
loss among our best men, who had always to 
bear the brunt of the fighting and the 
fatigue of paddling. However, we had no 
reason to be dis:atisfied with the time we had. 
When progress by the river became too tedious and 
difficuit, an order to cast off the canoes was given. 
This was four days’ journey above Urgardowwas 
station, or about three hundred miles above Ban. 
Gyrdia. All decided. as the south bank 
of the Isura rivet was pretty well known 
to us, it would be best to try the north bank, al- 
though we should have to traverse for some days 
lands which had teen a common center for the Ur- 
gadowwas and Kilongadas band of raiders. We 
were about 100 miles from the grass fand, which 
opened up the prospect of future feasts of beef, veal 
and mutton, anda pleasing variety of vegetables, 
as well as oil and butter for cooking. 

FOLLOWING ELEPHANT TRACKS. 

The Wambuttis clung to the northeast route, 
which Stanley wanted to take. Accordingly 
Le went southeast and followed the elephant 


tracks. He says: 

‘“*Buton December 9 we were compelled to bait 
for forage in the middle of a vast forest 
at a spot indicated by the chart io not be 
more than rwoor three days from Iturn river, 
which many of our people had seen. While we 
bedded at Fort Bedo, i sent one hundred and fifty 
rifles back to a settlement that was fifteen miles 
back on the route we had come, while many 
Maneyréma followers also undertook to follow 
them. I qnoie from my journal, part 
of which I wrote on December 14, the sixth days 
of the absences of the foragers ‘‘six days have tran- 
sgired since our foragers left ue. Forthe fir-t four 
days time passed rapidly, I might say almost pleas- 
antly, belng occupied in recalculating my observa- 
tions from Ugardowwas to Lake Albert, down to 
date, owiug to few discrepancies here and 
there, which my second and _ third visit 
aud duplicate and triplicate observations enabled 
me to correct. My occupation then ended, I was 
left to wonder why the large baad of foragers did 
not return. Ont fifth day, having distributed 
all the stock of flour, having skilled the 
only goat we , L was compelled to a 
fresh peach ianes the pond pot of butter, with two 
cupfuls of my flour, to make imitation el. there 
being nothing else save coffee, sugar, ete. 

In the afternoon a boy died, an the condition of 
the majority of the rest was most disheartening. 
Some could not stand, falling down in the effort to 
do so. These constant sights 

ACTED ON MY NERVES, 

until I began to fcel,gnot only a moral and physical 
sympathy. as though the weakness 
was contagious. Before night Mahadi, 
the carrier, died, the last of our Somalis 
gave signs of collapse, and the few Soudanese with 
us were scarcely able tomove. When the morning 
of the sixth day dawned we made 
broth with the usual pot of butter, an 
abundance of water, a pot of condensed milk anda 
cup full of flour for 130 people. Chiefs and men 
were calied to council, Atmy suggesting reserve 
foragers of such a nature as to exclude our men 
from returning with news of disaster, 
they were altogether unable to com- 
preheud such a possibility. They believed it 
possible that these 150 men were searching food, 
without which they would not return. They were 
then asked tv consider the supposition that they 
were five days searching tooa. and then had 
lost the road, or perhaps, having no white 
leader, had scattered to loot goats, and had entirely 
furgotten their starving friends and brotheis in 
camp, what would be the state of the 130 people 
five days hence. Bouny offered to stay with ten 
men in the camp, it provided with ten days’ food 
for each person, while I would set out to search for 
the missing men.

A Letter Which Intensifics the Mystery ‘of 
His Departure. : 

Boston, Ga., November 24.—[Special.]—~ 
Mr. Arthur W. Battle, son of the Rey. J. R. 
Battle, who mysteriously disappeared from 
here November 4th, has never been heard 
from by his family. His father has used every 
meéaus to ascertain his whereabouts, commu- 
uicating with every one and place that there 
were apy possible hopes of hearing from lis 
son. There was'a letter received here today, 
addressed “The Boston World,” asking that 
the letter be published, signed A. W. Battle, 
dated Boston, November 15th. . 

The extracts taken from this letter are that 
he would drown himself in Round’ lake. This 
lake is situated on the tram road of the Quit- 
matY Lumber compzny, about six miles east of 
here. In this letter he says there would be ne - 
use to search for his body, that he hoped it te 
be devoured by the fish and alligators, and to © 
remain in this lake. This letter has caused a 
great deal of excitement here, and it is doubted 
as to whether he wrote it or not. It has, how- 
ever, been compared with other letters known 
to have been written by him, and the signa- 
ture compares favorably. This letter was 
ane inthe postoflice after 5 o’clock last 
night, and found inthe box at noon today. 
The letter shows signs of having been carried 
by some one for some time. Every means is 
now being used to locate the party who posted 
this letter. The whole affair is one of nrystery. 
Some of his friends think he wrote this letter 
and has drowned himself, while others think 
he is still alive.

Te a Group of Friends, Taking His Text 
From the Pauline Episties~The Glori- 
ous Kevelation to Be. 


AtTuens, November 24.—[{Special.—The Rev. 
T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., of Brooklyn, 
preached in this city this morning to @ group 
of friends, basing his discourse on the follow- 
ing two passages from the Pauline epistles: I 
Corinthians, ii,9: “Eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard,” and I Corinthians, xiii, 2: ‘‘For 
mow we see through a glass darkly.” The ser- 


mon was as follows: 

Both these sentences were written by the 
most illustrious Inerely human being the 
world ever saw, one who walked these streets, 
and preached from yonder pile of rocks, Mars 
Hill. Though more classic ations are 
connected with this city thay with any other 
city under the gun, because here Socrates, and 
Plat, and Aristotle, and Demosthenes, and 
Pericles, and Herodotus, and P . and 
Xenophon, and Praxiteles wrote or chiseled, 
or taught or thundered or ouna, yet in my 
mind all those men and their teachings Were 
eclipsed by Paul and the Gospel he preached 
in this city and in your near by city of Corinth. 
Yesterday, standing on e old  for- 
tress at Corinth, the § Acro-Corinthus, 
out from the ruins at its base 
arose in my imagination the’ old city just as 
Paul saw it. I have been told that for splen- 
dor the world beholds no such wonder today 
as that ancient Corinth standing on an isthmus 
washed by two seas, the one soa bringing the 
commerce of Europe, the other sea bringing 
the commerce of Asia. From her wharves, in 
the construction of which whole kingdoms 
had been absorbed, war gaileys with three 
banks of oars pushed out and confounded the 
mavy yards of.all:the world. Huge-handed 
machinery, such as modern invention cannot 
equal, lifted ships from the sea on one side 
and transported them on treuks across the 
isthmus and set them down in the séa on the 
other side. The revenue officers of the city 
went down through the olive groves that lined 
the beach to collect a tariff from all nations. 
The mirth of all people sported in her isth- 
mian games, and the beauty of all lands sat in 
. her theaters, walked her porticos and threw 
itself on the altar of her stupendous dissipa- 
tions. Column and statue and temple be- 
wildered the beholder. There were white 
marbie fountains into which, from apertures 
at the side, there rushed waters everywhere 
krown for health giving qualities. Around 
these basins,twisted into wreaths of stone,there 
were all the beauties of sculpture and archi 
tecture, while standing, as if to guard the 
costly display, was a statue of Hercules of 
burnished Corinthian brass. Vases of terra 
cotta adorned the cemeteries of the dead— 
vases so costly that Julius Casar was not sat- 
isfied until he had captured them for Rome. 
Armed officials, the corintharii, paced up and 
down tosee thatno statue was defaced, no 
“pedestal overthrown, no bas-relief touched. 
From the edgeof the city the hill held its 
magnificent burdens of columns and towers 
and temples (1,000 slaves waiting at one 
shrine), and a citadel so thoroughly impregna- 
ble that Gibraltar is a heap of sand compared 
with it. Amid all that strength and magnifi- 
cence Corinth stood and defied the world. Oh! 
it was not to rustics who had never seen any- 
thing grand that Paul uttered one of my texts. 
They had heard the best music that had come 
from the best instruments in all the world; 
they had heard songs floating from morning 

rticos and melting in evening groves; they 
had passed their whole lives among pictures 
and sculpture and architecture aud Corin- 
thian brass, which had been molded and 
shaped until there was no chariot wheel 
in which it had not sped, and _ on 
towerin which it had not glittered, and no 
gateway that it had not adorned. Ah, it was 
a bold thing for Paal to stand there amid all 
thatand say: “AJl this is nothing. These 
sounds that come from the temple of Neptune 
are not music cempared with the harmonies of 
which I speak. These waters rushing in the 
basin of Pyrene are not pure. Thes statues of 
Bachus and Mercury are not exquisite. Your 
citadel of Acro-Corinthus is not strong com- 
pared with that which I offer to the poorest 
s’ave that puts down his burden at that brazen 
gate. You Corinthians think this is a splendid 
city; you think you have heard all sweet 
sounds ard seen all beautiful sights; but I tell 
you eye hath not seen nor ear heard, neither 
have entered into the heart of man, the things 
which God hatb prepared for them that love 
him.’ Indeed, both my texts, the one spoken 
by Pau! and the one written by Paul, show us 
that we have very imperfedt eyesight, and 
that our day of vision is- yet to come: For 
now we see through a glass’ darkly, 
but then face to face. So Paul takes 
the responsibility of saying that the Bible is an 
indistinct mirror, and that its mission shall be 
finally suspended. I think there may be one 
Bible in heaven fastened tothe throne. Just 
as now,in a museum, we have a lamp ex- 
hamed from Herculaneum or Nineveh, and we 
look at it With great interest and say: ‘How 
poor a light it must have given, compared with 
our moderu lamps.’”’ So I think that this 
Bible, which was a Jamp to our feet in this 
world, may hie néar the throne of God, excit-— 
ing our interest to all eternity by the contrast 
between its comparatively feeble light and the 
illumination of heaven, The Bible, now, is 
the scaffolding to the rising temple, but when 
the building is done there will be no use for 
the scaffolding. The idea I shall develop to 
day is, that in this world our knowledge is 
comparatively dim and _ unsatisfactory, 
but nevertheless is introductory to 

ander and more complete _ vision. 

‘his is. eminent!y true in regard to 
our yiew of God. e hearso much about 
God that we conclude that we understand him. 
He is represented as having the tenderness of 
a father, the firmness of a judge, the pomp of 
a king and the love of a mother. We hear 
about him, talk about him, write about him. 
We lisp his name in infancy, and it trembles 
on the tongue of the dying octogenarian. We 
think that we know very much about him. 
Take the attribute of mercy. Do we under- 
stand it? The Bible blossoms all over with 
that word—Mercy. It speaks again and again 
of the tender mercies of God; of the sure 
mercies; of the great mercies; of the mercy 
that endureth foreyer; of the multitude of.his 
mercies. And yet I know that the views we 
have of this at being are most indefinite, 
one sided and incomplete. When, at death, 
the pe shall fly open, and we shall look di- 
rectly upon him, how new and surprising! We 
gee upOn canvass a picture of the morn- 
ng. e study the cloud in the sky, the dew 
upon the grass, and the husbandman on the 
‘way tothe field. Beautiful picture of the 
penseongy But we rise at daybreak, and go 
upon a hill to see for ourselves that which was 
represented tous. While we look the moun 

ns are transfigured. The burnished gates 
of heaven s open and shut to let pass a 
host of fiery dors. The clouds are all 
abloom and hang pendant from arbors of ala- 
‘baster and amethyst. The waters make path-

This 
does not look like it’’ Yoy continue to study 
the dispensation, and after awhile guess about 
what God means. “He means to teach me 
this. Ithink he means to teach me that. 
Perhaps it is to humble my pride. Perhaps it 
is to make me feel more dependent. Perhaps 
to teach me the uncertainty of life.” But, 
after all, it is only a guess—a looking through 
the Fos darkly. The Bible assures us there 
shall be a satisfactory unfolding. ‘‘What I do 
thou knowest not now, but thou shalt know 
hereafter.”’ You will know why God took to 
himself that only child. Next door there was 
a household of seven children. Why not take 
one from that group, instead of your only one? 
Why single out the dwelling in which 
there was only one heart beating responsive to 

yours? Why did God give youa child at all 
if he meant totakeitaway? Why fill the cup 
of your gladness brimming, if he meant to 
dash itdown? Why allow all the tendrils of 
your heart to wind around that object, and 
then, when every fiber of your own life seemed 
to be interlocked with the child’s life, with 
strong hand to tear you apart, until you fall 
bleeding and crushed, your dwelling desolate, 
your hopes blasted, your heart broken?

{fe will make it plainer than any mathemati- 
cal problem—as plain as that two and two 
make four.

Wal) there be an explana- 
tion? Yes; tod will take that man in the 
light of the throne and say: *‘Child immortal, 
hear the explanation! You remember the 
failing of that great enterprise. This is the 
explanation.’’

I see, every day, profound mysteries of 
Providence. There is no question we ask of- 
tener than Why? There are hundreds of 
graves that necd to be explained. Hospitals 
for the blind and lame, asylums for the idiotic 
and insane, almnshouses for the destitute and 
a world of pain and misfortune that demand 
more than human solution. Ah! God will 
clear itall up. In the light that pours from 
the throne no dark mystery can live. Things 
now utterly inscrutable will be illuminated as 
plainly as though the answer were written on 
the jasper wall or sounded in the temple an- 
them. Barteimus will thank God that he was 
blind; and Lazarus that he was covered with 
sores; and Joseph that he was cast into the 
pit; and Daniel that he denned with lions; 


and Paul that he was humpbacked ; and David : 


that he was driven from Jerusalem; and 
the sewing woman that she could get 
only a few pence for making a gar- 
ment; and that invalid that for twenty 
years he could not lift his head from the pil- 
low ; and that widow that she had such hard 
work to earn bread for her children. You 
know that in a song different voices carry dif- 
ferent parts. The sweet and overwhelming 
part of the hallelujah of heaven will not be 
carried by those who rode in high places, and 
gave sumptuous entertainments; but pauper 
children will sing it, beggars will sing it, 
redeemed hod carriers will sing it, those who 
were once the offscouring of earth will sing it. 
The hallelujah will be all the grander for 
earth’s weeping eyes, and achtng heads, and 
exhausted hands, and scourged backs, and 
martyred agonies. 

Again: The thought of my texts is true 
when applied to the enjoyment of the righteous 
in heaven. I think we have but little idea of 
the number of the righteous in heaven. Infi- 
delssay: ‘‘Your heaven will bea very small 
place compared with the world of the lost, for 
according to your teaching, the majority of 
men will be destroyed.”” I deny the charge. I 
suppose thatthe multitude of.the finally lost, 
as compared with the multitude of the finally 
saved, will be a handful.

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THE HEAD OF THE WOMEN’S DE- 
PARTMENT REPORTS PROGRESS, 


What Women Who Labor for Their Living 
Should Do—Women Will Not Organize— 
More Lecturers Needed. 


For three years Mrs. Barry, who was a dele- 
gate to the convention of the Knights of 
Labor recently held in Atlanta, has devoted 
herself to organizing the work women of 
America. She has lectured to them and has 
spared neither time nor trouble in trying to 
convince them that their strength lay in union. 
Before the convention adjourned, Mrs, Barry 
notified the delegates as to the progress of her 


work. 

The executive board consider that Mrs. 
Barry’s report on woman’s work is one of the 
most important documents that has ever come 
before a general convention, although she 
acknowledges that the work on which she has 
been engaged is not a success. She points out 
where energetic work for laboring women will 
be of the most service. 

The many and varied channels of industry into 
which woman has either forced her way or has been 
forced, together with the rapid introduction of 
wage-saving machinery with its faciliiies for pro- 
duction, has opened a line of competition and strife, 
greatereven among the ranks of women-workers 
than among men, and in which women suffer 
much more than men—for many reasons, foremost 
of which is that, becauseshe is a woman, ber 
natural pride and timidity, coupled with the 
restrictions of social customs, deter ber 
from making that struggle that can be made by 
men. Sefonud, because there is such a lack of indus- 
trial training among our girls, which throws upon 
the labor marketan army of incompeient women 
who are compelled to work, but who have little or 
no practical knowledge of any particular trade or 
branch of trade to enable them to make the demand 
that competent lav@r wou!d be justifiad in making. 
If it were possible, 1 wish that it were not necessary 
for women to learn any trade but that of domeatio 
duties, as I believe it was intended that man should 
be the bread-winner. But as that is impossible 
under present conditions, I believe women should 
have every opportunity to become proficient in 
whatever vocation they choose or find themselves 

fitted for, This is a serious \ gg as 
those who have the ambition and 
ability to raise themselves above the hand-'o-mouth 
level are deterred from so doing by the ignorant, 
theapathetic and the hopeless, who, through long 
years of endurance, have acquired, as a sort of sec- 
ond nature, the habit of submission and acceptance 
without question ofany terms oftered them, with 
the pessimistic view of life in which they see no 
ray of hope, Such people cannot te said to live, 
as living meansthe enjoyment of nature’s gifts 
but they simply vegetate like partially petri- 
fied creatures. Every effort has been made to per- 
fect and extend the organization of women, but our 
efforts have not met with the response that the 
cause deserves—party because those who have 
steady employment, fairly good wages and comforta- 
ble homes seem to see nothing in organization out- 
side of self-interest, and, because they are what they 
are pleased to term “all rigbt,’’ do not feel it in- 
cumbent upon themselves to do anything to assist 
their less fortunate co- workers, 

In speaking of the south;Mrs. Barry says: 

It is unnecessary to say mo.e ofthe conditiun of 
southern workingwomen thanthis: They are as 
much in need of the protection that organization 
gives and the knowledge acquired by such associa- 
tion as the women of any other part of the country, 
where, perhaps, more factories may be found. Yet 
the sparsely populated and rich lands of the south, 
together with the splendid water facilities, are at~ 
tracting speculators and capi‘alists who desire to 
invest in productive entorprises. and avenues of dif- 
ferent branches of employment are being daily 
opened up to the coming toilers of the south 
making uviversal and thorough organization all 
the more necessary. This does not exist now among 
either menor women. Not among the latter, be- 
cause of the prejudices of old-time customs largely; 
bot amubg the former, because of the m.iny reasons 
that have always separated labor's ranks. But I 
found the southern men earnest and enthusiastic, 
and I am confident, had they the proper education 
and instruction in the usages aud o j.cts of our or- 
der, they would lead all other parts of the country 
in thorough organization. Knights of Labor inthe 
south should make every effort to bring about a 
shgrtening of the hours of labor for women at least, 
for all if possible. 

In speaking of workwomen’s trials, she says: 

While considerable prominence is given in statis- 
tical reports concerning workingwomen, to the 
question of their morality and immorality, my ex- 
perience has been that.they, considering their en- 
v.ronments, are no more in need of investigation in 
this respect than womenin higher ranks of life; 
and when cases ofimmorality are found, if an in- 
vestigation as to the cause were madeand an ex« 
pose of the facts and partners in guilt were given 
more prominence, it would have a tendency to stop 
the action of those who now feel they can cover up 
their partin the matter, while theirunhappy vic- 
tims are left to bear it all. 

A few werds about the woman’s department. 
When I took a position at its head | fondly hoped 
to weld together in o:ganization such a number of 
women as would be a power for good in the present 
anda monujnent to their honor in the relief it 
would establish for the women of the future. I was 
too eo) jay and Iam forced to acknowledge that 
to fulfill my best hopes isa matter of impossibility; 
and I believe now we should, instead of supporting 
a woman's department, put more women in the 
tield as lecturers to tell women why they should 
organize asa part of the industrial hive, rather 
than because they are women. There 
can be no separation or distinction 
of wage- workers on account of sex, and separate 
departments for their Interests is a direct contradic- 
tion of this, and also of that part of our declaration 
which says, ‘‘we know nosexin the laws of knight- 
hood.”’” Therefore, I recommend the abolition of 
the woman’s department, believing, as I now do, 
that women shouid be Knights of Labor without 
distinction, and should have allthe benefits that 
can be given to men—no more, no less—thereby 
— itincumbent upon all to work more earn- 
estly for the general good, rather than for sex, 
assembly or trade. 

lam willing to serve this orderin any capacity 
they may deem me worthy; but I cannot stand at 
the head of something that—owing to the failuro of 
the women to organize more thoroughly—does not 
exist except in name.

“We are getting more than our share of 
religious novels just at present. Some of 
them are historical, others are argumenta- 
tive, and others still are simply slushy and 
dull. 

But John Habberton’s latest story, ‘‘All 
He Knew,”’ is no common religious novel. 
It is full of lively, human interest, and 
shoots its moral into the reader before he 
fully understands the situation. 

‘The book is on the Sam Jones line, Its 
hero, a poor, ignorant, crime-stained wretch 
named Sam Kimper, after falling about as 
low as a man could fall, was persuaded to 
read a little book containing the words of 
Jesus, Sam devoured the volume, pondered 
over it, and to the astonishment of every- 
body suddenly turned over a new leaf, gave 
up his old life, and started out to do right. 
Everything was against him. His own wife 
and children discouraged him, and his neigh- 
bors either gave expression to jibes and 
jeers, or stood off and watched him curi- 
ously. 

Where were the church people? They 
were heard from in time. A certain Deacop 
Quicksett, dragged Kimper to church, and 
forced him one night to relate his experi- 
ence. The poor fellow made a very unex- 
pected talk. He gave his story in a few 
earnest words, but he used none of the 
familiar plirases to which all congregations 
are accustomed, The deacon told the new 
convert that something was wrong, and 
asked him about the plan of salvation, and 
various other things. Kimper admitted 
that he knew nothing about such matters. 
He only knew what Jesus had said while on 
earth, and he was trying to follow him. 
The deacon and many church people became 
very indignant and predicted Kimper’s 
speedy relapse. Ina short time the whole 
town was in a boiling state. Fortunately, 
the Rev. Dr. Guide was a sensible man. He 
talked with Kimper, and watched his course 
of life. He found that the man stuck to his 
work. His example had gradually straight- 
ened out his disorderly family. All this 
was something. Finally the doctor started 
a reWival, and induced Kimper to make an- 
other talk. The convert frankly admitted 
that he knew nothing about theology—noth- 
ing about the creeds—nothing about modes 
of baptism, and that he had never given 
much study to the words of the apostles—he 
had gone to the fountain—to Jesus, and was 
trying to be guided by him. He had quit 
his meanness, and whether he lived or died, 
prospered or suffered, he would try todo his 
whole duty. He spoke of the great joy, and 
the new strength that had come to him, and 
regretted that he could tell no more. In 
fact, as he put it, he had told ‘‘all he 
knew.”’ 

All this was very unsatisfactory to Deacon 
Quicksett, but Dr. Guide stood by Kimper, 
and the simple evangelist’s earnest words 
made converts, and started the biggest re- 
vival ever known in the town, Very soon 
nobody expressed any doubts about Kim- 

per’s sincerity, and all the best people began 
'#0 help him along, not, however, until he 


cs had shown himself altogether willing to help 


himself by hard and honest tof). 

Deacon Quicksett was very angry. He 
thought it was monstrous for this common, 
ignorant fellow, without a knowledge of 
even the simplest rudiments of theology, to 
come to the front as a strong religious in- 
fluence. But the deacon’s day was about 
over. Bad luck in’ busines@§fand the dis- 
covery of his dishonest handling of trust 
funds, humbled him, and in the last chapter 
of the story he is for the first time really 
converted, and converted through the words 
and example of the formerly despised Sam 
Kimper. 

This is the main thread of the plot. There 
is a love story mixed up with it, and there 
are prominent characters besides those 
mamed in the summary. Just how the book 
will be viewed by the orthodox we cannot 
gay. As we intimated at the outset, it is on 
the Sam Jones line, and the author seems to 
be in full sympathy with these perhaps in- 
correctly quoted words:

A.Negro’s Views. | 

Johri*T. Shufton, a colored citizen of Or- 

Jando, F has written a long letter to 
. the New . World on the#aea question 

in the south. [Hijs views are very striking, 
_ and the style and matter show that he is not 
-..@nly an educated negro, but that he has 
given. much serious thought tg’the matter 
which he discusses. ~ — 

He starts out by saying there are always 
two sides to every question, and he makes 
‘the remark that until the colored-peogbe 
learn by experience where: their true inter- 
ests lie, there will be unnecessary local race 
troubles in every state in the south—troubles 
that cannot be prevented by any power under 
the sun, He says that there is no problem 
atallinthe southern situation, and that, 
therefore, no solution is required. 

According to his view there are three dis- 
_ __tinet causes of irritation and disturbance at 
the south—political, social and moral, and 
he maintains that the first isa greater'source 
of evil than all the others combined. He 
declares that “there can be no satisfactory 
adjustmgut, no permanent peace between 
the two atthe south until the negro 


‘attention. To this end, we quote from the 


letter at some little length. He says: 

It is unreasonable for the people of the north to 
expect that of the people of the south which they 
themselves do not accord the negro, I say it is un- 
reasonable for auy people to expect the wealth, in- 
telligence and refinement of a community to yield 
passive obedience and become submissive to the 
domination of its ignorant and more illiterate cass, 
and so long as there is a persistency in this direc- 
tion, encouraged by unprincipled politicians for 
sinister motives, so long ‘will there be serious con- 
flicts between the two elements. I repeat again as 
my honest convictions that the negro must abandon 
politics fora time and strip himself of all delusive 
and visionary ideas of political honor and prefer- 
ment in these states and turn his attention to those 
industrial pursuits that mark the prosperity and 
progressiveness of every other race around bim. 

There is no prejudice here against the negro in 
pursuing his own substantial happiness in any 
legitimate calling. There is no avenue of industry 
shut against him in thesouth, There is no desire 
on the part of the people to keep him down, but 
they have rather, in every instance, shown a sym- 
pathy and feeling that ought to be commended, 
Those fanatical leaders, pretended preachers and 
politicians up north who are trying to incite a con- 
flict between the races by advising retaliatory 
measures against outrages in the south are of all 
men the greatest enemies of the colored race. For 
the few crumbs that fall from the administration 
table they seem to be willing to damn the whole 
negro race. It is one thing to sit up north and howl 
for blcoij and atiempt to incite crime and murder, 
but it is quiie another thing to come down here and 
inaugurate the proceedings they advise. 

Whatever may be the disadvantages under which 
the ngroes labor in these southern states they are 
brought about by natural causes, and can never, no, 
never, be remedied by force. These disadvantages, 
so often spoken of, are in fact, more imaginary than 
real. I would venture to say that there are fitty afl- 
vantages in favor ofthe race becoming prosperous 
and happy where there is one to their detriment. 
Outside of politics what disadvantage does the 
colored man labor under in these stato,? I defy any 
man toshow me asipgle unreasonable disadvantage 
he is subjected to throughout the broad extent of this 
southern land that any other people would not be 
subjected to who keep themselves poor and d ‘pend- 
ent upon a more progressive and thrifty race. Show 
me au honest, upright, industrious colored man in 
any southern community and I will show youa 
man who bas no complaints to mike asto his treat- 
ment in that community. No colored man can say 
truthfully that he is prevented and debarred from 
entering into any legitimate business that a white 
man may epgage in, on account of his race or color, 
On the contrary, thousands are assisted and en- 
couraged in every honest calling they have ever 
puttheir hands to. The field is before them, and 
in common they have the same chances and oppor- 
tunities, through. frugality, patient industry and 
economy, to become prosperous and happy that 
their white neighbors have. 

In all the sonthern states there has been every 
effort made for the colored man’s improvement and 
advancement to a higher plane of citizenship. Pub- 
lic schools are open in every school district in every 
county for his and his children’s benefit. the ex- 
pense of which is borne by another race without a 
murmur. The whites freely give to all religious 
and charitable undertakings; publiccharity isnever 
denied to any one deserving it. No colored person 
is absolutely excluded from any place of amusement 
if he or they desire to attend and occupy the places 
assigned them. On every strect railway in every 
southern city the colored man is freely admitted 
without any objection. Railroad companies, from 
the Potomac to the Rio Grande, have tried in every 
possible way to satisfy the two conflicting elements 
by placing first class coaches upon their lines for 
the special accommodation of these two distinct 
classes, giving each the same advantage of time, 
ete., but because there is a social distinction made 
in this arrangement, and because the colored man 
it seems, is not allowed to sit where he is annoyed 
and looked upon with contempt, he ips restless, 
peevish, und sometimes mourns, and is very un- 
happy. 

All this is sound advice, but the negro 
politicians, who loaf about the towns and 
cities and pretend to be ‘‘leaders,’’ will have 
none of it. They will keep up the old agi- 


tation and continue to play the snob and 
flunky to the last. As the negro writer in 
the World says, ‘‘the colored people want 
new teachers down here—teachers and 
leaders who will point out and instruct 
them in the way of peace, prosperity and 
happiness; teachers who will disabuse their 
minds of this yolitical Vanity, farce and 
humbug that are fast leading them blind- 
folded into an indolent shiftlessness, the 
result of which is now being manifested by 
every criminal court’s record.’’ 

This is undoubtedly the true solution of 
the problem, and the fact that a negro an 
nounces it shows that the leaven of com- 
mon sense is working.

Epitrors Constitution: I wish to say a 
word on the gas question. 

Mr. Abell in Friday’s paper says “that improve- 
ments have been made at both works which have 
done away with the trouble, except such as can be 
traced to local causes,”’ 

Mr, Abell is mistaken, 

My store is one of the mostcentralon Whitehall 
street. The store has not been added to since it 
was built. I got the gas company to put ina sup- 
ply pipe from their street main to my metre that 
they said was large enough to supply any number 
of burners that Icould putup. I hada meter put 
in eight or ten times as large as the ordinary meter. 
My pipes were all.taken up and large ones put 
down, For a time while there was compe- 
tition between the companies I had 
géod light, but since they consolidated 
it has grown from bad to worse, unti) I can scarcely 
see to sell goods atallafter night. The local cause 
is solely the miserable quality of the gas. The 
company has been promising for six months or 
longer to remedy it. 

The company has had ample time to do so. 
There is not a business in Atlanta if there were 
competition In it but what would overcome greater 
difficulties than the gas companies have had to con- 
tend with if continued pa ronage depended upon 
it. A good many suggestions have been made 
about orgarszing new companies. This won't do, 
A new company will sell out just as quick as it wiil 
pay them to do so, andarich monopoly will make 
it pay quickly, It seems to me the only remedy 
is for the city to own and control gas works, The 
people who are all vitally interested in this 
question should take hold ofit and put it in control 
ofthe city. The city owns the waterworks and 
would listen to no proposition to put them in the 
hands of a private monopoly. Why should she not 
likewi:e own the gas works. If chartered tights are 
in the way the furnishingofsuch gas as we now 
have should work a forfeiture of such rights. The 
people ought not to let up on this question until we 
have relief.

Oss recent occasion Mrs. Pickett was per- 
suaded by the writer to go into the details of 
the fact so often stated that after the close of 
the war, General Pickett and wife sought 
safety from possible arrest for treason by an 
incognito residence in Canada, She said: 


MRS. PICKETT. 


“Asi told you once before, I was only fifteen 
when Lwas married. My home was in the 
possession of the yankeés. My lover Was on 
the other side—General Pickett. Our wedding 
day was at band,and hecould not come for 
me, but he managed to communicate with me. 
Allstratagenis are ftairin love and war. My 
family got permission to go through the lines, 
and General Pickett, with a guard, came as 
faron the way to meet me as hedared. We 
met half way, and were married at Petersburg, 
by Rev. Dr. Platt. We went at once into the 
field, and I must say I was happier in the midst 
of ‘war’s alarms’ than I was when at home 
with absence and anxiety for companions. 

“I was as arrogant a littie rebel as the south 
ever provided. I did not believe a yankee 
could be as retincd and intelligent a gepntie- 
man as those on our side; nor did I think 
them as weil educated or as brave. I would 
searcely Jook at one, much less shake hands, 
All this amused my husband, for he was edu- 
caied at West Point, was a cosmopolitan, and 
looked upon my opinions as the ill-formed 
ideawof a mere girl, A change in my senti 


ments came about after the war in this- 


wise. We had become self-imposed exiles, 

because we supposed all the active partic- 
ipants, suchas ofticers, would be punished for 

réaso. We tled to Canada under mv hus- 
band’s mother’s family name of Edwards, and 
We were as poor and obscure as church mice. 
I will tell you about that directly. Well, after 
Various vicissitudes, and remaining there a 
year anda half, General Grant heard of our 
case and he telegraphed to General Pickett 
that he could return tothe states, as the ‘terms 
ofthe surrender wouid be carried out.’ We re- 
turned to New York and a reception was given 
tomy husband by old comrades in the city, 
and so many union officers came to see us and 
treated us so kindly, were so well educated, so 
refined, I was heartily ashamed of my former 
estimate of a yankee, especially after General 
Grant offered to make my husband marshal of 
Virginia. 

“To give soine expression to my feelings, on 
our return to Virginia, I thought I would have 
my husband’s watch, which was an heirloom, 
engraved unknown to him and present it to 
him on the anniversary of the battle of Gettys- 
burg, toindicate to him my changed senti- 
ments. 1 though. by giving all the battles he 
had fought during the Mexican war, and as a 
confederaie, and by crossing the flags to sym- 
belize the union of the blue and gray, that I 
could do so. No jewelerin Richmond would 
@ngrave such a piece of ‘treachery to the 
south.’ Public sentiment was against any 
such feeling being expressed, and I had to 
send it to Baltimore to have it done, after 
which I had the pleasure of giving it to my 
husband on the anniversary of the battle of 
Gettysburg, as I had planned. 

“Returning to our Canadian experience as I 
said, we were without any resources. Our 
home, our country, our cause, each was lost. I 
was only sixteen and one-half years o)d, and I 
felt our situation deeply. 1 had a young child, 
& Voice aud a tolerable education. These last 

looked upon as capital. My husband could 
Rot get enouch to do to support us. 

“One Sunday I was desperate. I went alone 

St. John’s Episcopal church. We were 
at Montreal. I had on my wedding dress, 
which was a dove-colored lustre with a dove- 
colored, drawn silk poke bonnet with pink 
roses under the brim. I wore a wide turn- 
down collar anda large black silk visite, 
and I looked like a guy, but it was all the 
finery I had since the war; and close turbans

Every farmer wants to know how the ex 
works, and Colonel Corput makes it 


a the interview which follows: 


In answer to the question, ‘“‘are you prepared 
to do business ?”’ Mr. Corput said: 
“Yes, we are prepared for business and are 
to furnish any kind of farm supplies, 
, geeds, oats, agricultural imple- 
wagons, and machinery at the very 
jowest cash prices. -The exchange does busi- 
yess for cash, acting only as brokers. Our 
goods are obtained from the cheapest possible 
. the jobber and manufacturer are 
ht into competition, and we keep posted 
on al! markets. Wherever the home market 
gompets with rices we can obtain from a dis- 
tance, that, of course, will have the prefer- 


wn We are very much encouraged by the read- 
jness of manufacturers and dealers gen- 
ly to give us fair prices, some 
of them below anything heretofore 
furnished to the trade in any quantity, 
Yet we find it is the policy of some merchants 
to disaffect members of the order as far as pos 
sible, causing them to look with distrust upon 
the management and purposes of the ex- 
, This will be overcome, but it will 
take some time. Then parties who are now 
ting the exchange will find they have 
been handling a boomerang, which has re 
upon them. 

“In the matter of farm supplies we issue 
weekly trade bulletins to trustee stock holders 
ofthe exchange. In agricultural implements, 
fertilizers or wagons we prefer to give quota~ 
tions on application, as in such instances we 

make a freight arrangement which is 
beneficial, but does not apply alike to 
all points. This also prevents interfer- 


3 -enea by would-be agents, who know that 


if the alliances buy direct from the exchange. 
they are losers in point of commissions and 
other perquisites. 

“Arrangements have been made with fertil- 
izer manufacturers by which time prices can 
be obtained when an alliance note is given. 
They do not agree to handle individual farm- 
ers’ paper, as it wauld be a tedious and labori- 
ous work to scrutinize that as closely as might 
be desired.’’ 

“How would this arrangement be made ?’’ 

“In Floyd county, for instance, the trustee 
stockholders have adopted the following plan, 
which, I think, will work well: They propose 
to ascertain at once the amount of fertilizers 
that will be needed by each individual mem- 
ber of the alliance, whether for cash or on 
time. If on time, they propose to take 
from him a suitabie note, properly secured 
and approved by the local finance committee 
or board of trustees consisting of three mem- 
bers from that sub-alliance. Having ascer- 
tained the amount of fertilizers required on 
time and secured proper rates which will 
amply secure them, they propose to bulk their 
order, giving the manufacturer or dealer a 
— or alliance note, signed by every mem- 

rof that alliance, this] note§te become due 
ten days subsequent to the time when the 
eiiieal or individual notes fall due. By this 
means the alliance will be amply secured and 
will take virtually no risk in its acceptance, 
and the manufacturer or dealer will receive a 
note absolutely good.”’ 

“Do the strong men who will have to carry 
the weak object to this arrangement ?”’ 

“In some instances they do, and, no doubt, 

will continue to do so, but in most cases they 
recognize the fact that the good man has in 
the past been paying the dealers for loss on 
indiscriminate accounts made by irresponsible 
parties. In most cases they halteve they can 
carry the weaker brothers without loss or risk, 
atthe same time protecting themselves from 
the extra charges which have always been 
added to goods to cover the bad debts and 
losses in trade. With a proper finance com- 
mittee or board of trustees, as heretofore indi- 
cated, little, if any, risk is run by the members 
ofthe alliance. They carry a poor but honest 
contingent, who will, ina few years, become 
the very best material and supporters of the 
alliance. 

“I find that this year, members of the alli- 
ance, irrespective of financial strength, have 
contracted fewer debts, paid them more 
promptly and are in better condition to pitch 
their crops for another year than ever before. 
This will naturally encourage the stronger 
members to stand up and protect the weaker 
element. Selfishness should be by all means 


- Jaid aside and a broad policy adopted which 


will iook to the common good of the whole 
agricultural interest ot the state. This we 
hope will be generally accepted.” 

What will you save the farmers?” 

“I believe that by dealing direct through the 
exchange from $2 to $5 per ton can be saved 
on fertilizers either for cash or on 
time. We find that from $5 to $10 can 
be saved on each wagon, while on agricultural 
implements aud farming machinery there will 
be a saving of from twenty-five to six per cent. 
It is safe to estimate thet with proper manage- 
ment of the sub-alliances, prompt attention to 
their wants and the execution of papers en- 
tirely acceptable to dealers, a general saving 
of twenty to twenty-five per cent can be made 
on all purchases from the lowest prices hereto- 
fore obtained. In leading articles like sugars, 
coffees, meats, brogan shoes and cotton goods 
the reduction will be barely perceptible as 
these articles have always been made 


Jeaders to induce trade. In fertilizers the re— 


duction in prices will be but slightly percepti- 
ble on acid phosphate, kainits and cotton seed 
meal, but will be marked on all manipulated 
g s. We would advise the farmers to put 
n their orders for fertilizers at once, fas 
the advance in acid phosphates within the 
last ninety days jias been more than $2 a ton§ 
With the likelihood of a further advance in 
the near future.”’ 

“How willa farmer get goods through the 
exchange ?”’ 

“Each sub-alliance having ratified the plan 
of the exchange as set forth in a circular let- 
ter issued sometime ago, and having paid up 
its first and second installments as called for,
